or curious, nor yet liuing ouer careleſſe, vſing 
their ſpeach as moſt men doe, and ordering 
their wits as the feweſt haue done. Some men 
ſeeke fo far for outlandiſh Engliſh, that they 
forget altogether their mothers language, ſo 
that if ſome of their mothers were aliue,they 
were notable to tell or vnderſtand what they 
ſay; and yet theſe fine Engliſn Clearkes will 
ſay they ſpeake in their mother tongue; but 
one might well charge them for counterfay- 
ting the Kings Engliſh. Alſo, ſome far jour. 
nied gentlemen, at their returne home, like 
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as they loue to goe in forraihe apparrell, ſo 
they vvill pouder their take vvith ouer · ſca 
language. He that commteh lately out of 
France, will talke French Engliſh, and neuer 
bluſh at the matter. Another chops in with 
Engliſh Italianated, and applyeth the Italian 
phraſe to our Engliſn ſpeaking, the which is 
as if an Orator, that profcileth to vtter his 
minde in plaine Latine, would needs ſpeake 
Poectrie, & far fetched colours of ſtrange an- 
tiquitie. Doth any wiſe manthinke, that wit 

h in ſtrange words, or elle ſtandeth it 
notinwholſome matter, and apt declaring of 
a mans minde ? Duc we not ſpeake, becauſe 
we would haue others to vnderſtand vs? or is 
not the tongue giuen for this end, that one 
might know what another meaneth? There- 


fore. either wee muſt make a difference of 


Engliſhꝭ and ſay, ſome is learned Engliſh,and 
otherſome is rude Engliſh, or the one is 
Court talke,the other is Country-ſpeech, ot 
elſe wee mult of neceſſitie baniſh all affected 
Rhetorique, and vic altogether. one manner 
of language. Thoſe therefore that willauoid 
chis follic, and acquaint themſelues with the 
plaineſt and beſt kinde of ſpeach, muſt ſeeke 
from time to time ſuch wordes as are com- 
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monly receiued, & ſuch as properly may ex- 
preſſe in plaine manner, the wholo conceit of 
their minde. And looke hat words we beſt 
vnderſtand, and know what they meane, the 
ſame ſhould ſooneſt be ſpoken, and firſt ap- 
lyed, to the vtterance of our purpoſe, Ther- 
ore for this end, foure things would chiefly 
be obſerued in the choyſe of words, Firſt, 
that luch wordes as wee vſe; ſhould be pro- 
per vnto the tongue wherein we {peake. A- 
gaine, that they be plaine for albmen to per- 
ceiue. Thirdly; that they be apt and meete, 
moſt properſy to fer out the matter. Fourth» 
lie, tliat wordes tranſlated. from one ſigni- 
fication to another, (called of the Grecians 
T ropes,) he vſed to beautffie the ſentence, as 
ious ſtones are ſet ina ting, to commend 
the gold. Now ſuch are thaught apt words, 
that properly agree vnto that thing, which: 
they ſigniie, and plainly expreſſe the nature 
of the ſame, Therefore, they that haue re- 
gard of theirellimarion and credite,doc wa- 
tily {peake, & with choiſe, viter words mott 
apt for their purpoſe, In waightie cavfes, 
grave vvordes are thought moſt needſull 
that the greatnelſe of the matter, may the ra- 
ther appeare, in the vehemencie of their

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talke. So likewiſe of other, like order muſt 
be taken, Albeit (ome, not onely doe not 
obſerue this kinde of aptneſſe, but alſo they 
fall into much fondnes, by viing words out 
of place and applying them to divers mat-

If thou bedelirons (gentle Reader)right- 
ly and readily to vnderſtand, and to profit
